NEW YORK,-May 29.—At the annual 
meeting of the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company held today, Henry W. De- 
forest and Robert Goelet were elected; 
directors of the company in place of 
James Speyer and George J. Gould. 
The resignations of Mr, Speyer and Mr. 
Gould had been sent in severa) months 
ago and were then accepted. Mr’? 
Gould and Mr. Speyer announced their 
Amtention of resigning from the Pacific 
Mail and other Harriman properties. 

At the stockholders meeting the re-. 
sults of the year were given in the an- 
nual report. Owing to the disasters to 
the Manchuria and Mongolia and the 
consequences of the San Francisco 
earthquake, there was a -heayy de- 
crease in receipts. Total earnings 
amounted to $4,839,245, a decrease of 
$885,092. Out of this sum was paid for 
expenses $4,294,528, which included 
$125,867 for insurance, leaving a balance 
of $544,695. 

The management wrote off this sum 
for depreciation and repairs, $397,580, 
and $16,411 entailed as extraordinary 
expenses to the passengers of the Mon- 
golia and Manchuria. There was left 
a surplus of $130, 403. No dividends 
were paid. 

E. H. Harriman, who wrote the re- 
port, said: “Dering the summer of 
1906 the two chartered ships, the Man- 
churia and the Mongolia, met with 
serious disaster, the former on Oahu 
Island and the latter on Midway Is!l- 
and. Both vessels and cargoes were 
saved, but the Manchuria was dam- 
aged so that she Was unable to re- 
sumé service and was put in dry- 
dock for repairs last November. She 
was to go into service June 1, but is 
stili held in dry-dock by the. present 
strike in San Francisco. 

“The Mongolia was temporarily re- 
paired and resumed service after a 
slight delay, but permanent repairs 
will be made to her when the Man- 
churia goes into service. The 
of these repairs is borne by the own- 
ers of the ships. 

“The indebtedness to the Southern 
Pacific Company, incurred partly in 
paying for the steamships Korea and 
Siberia, costing $3,974,764.37, was dis- 
charged during the year, and the com- 
pany has no Other debts than these 
for eet oxpenses, which amount to 
$269,565.9 

Against this indebtedness the com- 

pany jias on hand in New York, San 
Francisco and London, April 30, 1907, 
cash amounting to $343,227.77 and oth- 
4 current cash assets amounting to 

9,510.37.”

Each will be equipped 
with two 50-horse-power motors, and 
the Sixth-street cars, use of the 
heavy grades over which they are to 
run, will have magnetic brakes, like 
those in use on the West First-street 
line. 

There are hopes that the green cars 
now in service will hold together until 
the new ones come into service. In 
fact, forsooth, the officials 
claim they are not bad cars even now. 
In proof of this the officials point out 
that a few years ago, when these same 
cars were running on the old Traction | 
lines, they were the pride of the speed 
maniacs that ride on street cars. But 
that was before the automobile age 
dawned and prior to the advent of 
fast service on other city lines.
